* The Rev. Horace W. Byrnes died on 
Friday of last week at his home, 240 
Audubon avenae, New York. He was 
born in New York city in 1861 and was 
graduated from the Drew Theological 
Seminary' in Madison. He served as 
pastor in Methodist Episcopal churches 
in thia State, New York and Connecti¬ 
cut. Epworth Methodist Church in 
Brooklyn was built under bis auspices. 
He retired from pastoral work in 1908 
on aocount of his ill health. He is 
survived by his wife, three daughters 
and a son. _• 

The first charge held by the Rev. 
Mr. Byrnes after graduating from 
Drew’s was at the Watsessing Church, 
where his ministry was marked by a 
revival that is one of the moat import¬ 
ant events in the historic annals of 
that church. Youths who were brought 
into that church during that revival 
are now among the old members of 
the church. Pastor Byrnes was assist¬ 
ed in that revival by a praying band

At the public hearing upon the 5{or- 
ris canal abandonment bill at the 
State House in Trenton representatives 
of several municipalities and associa¬ 
tions appeared to present their views 
in regard to the bill tx-Judice Bennet 
Van Syckel of the commission ap¬ 
pointed by the Legislature to draw up 
an abandonment bill explained the 
present status of the litigation between 
the State and the Lehigh Valley Rail¬ 
road (the lessee of the canal) and out¬ 
lined the pro\isions of the act. Judge 
Van Syckel and Attorney-General 
Wilson drew up the bill, being advised 
from time to time by Governor Wil¬ 
son. In substance tjie facts related by 
Judge Van Syckel at the hearing were 
as follows: 

“The railroad is to convey to the 
State alt its title to the canal between 
the Delaware river and the west line of 
the city of Paterson, together with all 
water rights. The section between the 
west line oL Paterson and Fiddler’s 
Elbow, Jersey^ City, is to be sold and 
the proceeds &fe to be divided between 
the 8tate and J the company, and the 
section in Jersey City is to be conveyed 
to the company. 

“The railroad is to release its right to 
the repayment by the State of $115,000 
(which repayment has been decreed by 
the Court of Chancery) on account of 
the setting aside of a deed to the com¬ 
pany for one of the Jersey,City basins. 
The railroad also pays the State $500,- 
000 in cash and surrenders its claim to 
right of exemption from taxation of 
the canal property and to the repay¬ 
ment of $750,000 already paid in taxes 
under protest.” 

In his statement at the hearing 
Judge Van Syckel called attention to 
the fact that the 8tate would not come 
into possession of the canal until 1974 
and that the sum of $615,000 (part of 
the consideration that the State re¬ 
ceives) represents at 6 per cent, in¬ 
terest, about $8,000,000 in 1974. In ad¬ 
dition the value of the water rights the 
State receives has been estimated to be

“Neither the structure of the canal not 
its motive power can be changed before 
1974 unless this is done by the railroad 
company, nor can navigation be aban¬ 
doned without the consent of both the 


State and the railroad company. The 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company has 
consented to the abandonment of nav¬ 
igation and the settlement of suits now 
pending upon terms that are stated in 
the bill now before the Senate. 

“As I see it, the measure of the State 
has everything to gain from the pas¬ 
sage of this bill and nothing to lose.” 

In addition to the very practical re¬ 
marks or*- the part of Judge Van 
Syckel several visionary schemes were 
laid before^the legislative committee. 

One was to make a parkway of the canal 
property across the 8tate. The park¬ 
way in mind is probably a speedway 
for automables. Another was the 
operation of the canal in a commercial 
way by the State. All such schemes 
appeared to be based on an erronious 
impression that the State cun step in 
at any tieae and take the canal.

Any bill that will be opera¬ 
tive must therefore be approved by the 
Legislature and the Governor and the 
Morris and Essex Banking Company, 
which is controlled by the Lehigh Val¬ 
ley as lessee. The railroad company 
can veto any abandonment bill even 
more effectively than could the Gov¬

While all the State, city districts as 
well as rural, is agitated over the pro¬ 
posed issue of $10,000,000 for better New 
Jersey highways, the management of 
the Newark automobile show, which is

The sub-committee of the centennial 
celebration committee known as tiro 
monument committee and of which 
David G. Garabrant is chairman, has 
secured pledges to an amount of 12,600 
towards the erection of a soldiers and 
sailors' monument that will serve as a 
lasting memento of the 1912 centennial 
anniversary of the town’s incorpora¬ 
tion. This large sum is pledged upon 
condition that the balance of the $6,OOM 
needed for the monument is raised by 
popular subecription. The Womaa’s 
Town Improvement Association, it is 
understood, has about $1,000 to be ap¬ 
plied to the monument fund. 

The committee on monument has 
visited severs! cities and towns that 
erected a soldiers and sailors' monu¬ 
ment and has learned by observation 
and inquiry that a very satisfactory 
memorial can be placed here for about 
$5,000. The plan of the committee fas 
to have the monument serve as a me¬ 
morial to all former Bloom fielders who 
have served in any of the country's 
ware, from the Revolutionary to the 
Spanish, inclusive. There is s good 
prospect that the monument fund will 
be raised. With such a good inucleua 
to start with the committee is confi¬ 
dent that the people will respond with 
the balance. 

No obligations, however, will be as¬ 
sumed by the committee until the 
entire sum necessary to plaoe the mon¬ 
ument is in sight. Inclusive of the cost 
of the monument the centennial cel¬ 
ebration expenses will be upwards of 
$10,000. The elaborateness of the affair 
all the way through will depend, of 
course, on the amount of money eeh- 
scribed, and if some of the plans aro 
adopted the sum named above will art 
meet the expense. Centennials, it la 
claimed, do not come about ao often
